Multi-Million 


Dollar Field

NEW YORK (U P D - That pill 
you took today: Whose idea was 
it that it would be good for what 
ails you? 
If it came through a prescrip­ 
tion, your answer would be, your 
physician. 
Beyond 
his 
selection 
lies a multi-million dollar contin­ 
uing effort by thousands of men, 
most bearing the degrees of high­ 
er education, to keep constantly 
available to doctors, pharmacists, 
hospitals and homes an adequate 
supply of effective medicines, and 
drugs. 
Extent 
of 
this effort In the 
United States was shown in a re­ 
cent report by the Pharmaceuti­ 
cal Manufacturers 
Association, 
representing manufactures of pre­ 
scription products, on personnel 
and expenditures assigned to re­ 
search by such companies in re­ 
cent years. 
These firms replying to a PMA 
survey reported their total cost 
for all human ethical drug or 
medical 
research 
and 
develop­ 
m ent carried out and paid for by 
the companies, amounted in 1961 
to *227,237,000. Estimated or budg­ 
eted costs for 1962 were about *20 
million higher. 
The industry in 1951 employed 
about 13,500 scientists and their 
supporting staff in medical and 
health- related research. Between 
1959-61, the number of research 
scientists rose by more than 700, 
from 6.600 to more than 7.300, 
About 
40 per cent of the re­ 
search scientists held a doctor’s 
degree and only 4 per cent had 
less than a bachelor's degree, the 
PMA reported. 
F or research-minded students to 
keep 
in 
mind: 
Pharmaceutical 
firm s in replying to the survey in­ 
dicated they would need about 600 
additional research scientists in 
1962, an increase of roughly eight 
per cent of the present number 
and the demand was greatest in 
the fields of chemistry, pharma­ 
cology and microbiology. 
The scientific staffs of the re­ 
porting firms numbered 7,336; of 
these, 2.S74 held doctorates, 4-462 
held college degrees of less than 
doctoral rank and 296 were de­ 
scribed as of less than college 
degree.

F ive years

That wai in 1938 shortly before 
the World W ar II boom. By 1944. 
Unemployment bad been reduced 
to 670.000. There is nothing in the 
record of FD R’s pump priming to 
prom ise that m ore pump priming 
o-. JF K would produce its money's 
Worth 
in reduced unemployment 
and otherwise in improved eco­ 
nomic conditions. 
M oreover,

•pending would increase the feder- 
a1 deficit unless taxes were raised 
or spending in other areas were 
reduced. 
The 
basic 
argument 
against tax reduction now also is 
that 
it would put the treasury 
further into the red. The argu­

deficits is that they are inflation- 
arv and must further depress the 
purchasing power of the U. S.

The Russian suggestion to sub­ 
stitute neutral for U.S. troops in 
West Berlin is intended to gain 
a 
better reputation for Russia 
am ong the 'N eutrals' and to put 
America on the defensive. 
Underneath all this 'jockeying 
for position’ lie m atters of con­ 
cern not only to the Soviet Union, 
the Western 
Allies, 
E ast 
and 
West Germany but also to Po­ 
land. For when World W ar Two 
was won the Soviet Union un­ 
ceremoniously forced Poland to 
give up almost half her territory 
to Russia in exchange for the 
easternm ost parts of Germany, 
which included East Prussia and 
Silesia. 
Loss Never Accepted 
T he Germans living in these 
areas were evacuated to West 
G erm any and the Poles brought 
their homeless refugees from the 
E ast to settle in this parts. Ger­ 
m any has never accepted the 
los» of their coal-and-history rich 
Eastern provinces and any sug­ 
gestion that the Oder - Neisse 
lines be accepted as final boun­ 
daries would spell out political 
doom in West Germany. Poland 
is very much in the m iddle of this 
geo-political 
game 
of 
musical 
chairs and is violently opposed 
to a reunification of Germany. 
Should this ever happen, Poland 
would be halved in size and re­ 
cede into the folds of world his­ 
tory as a very minor European 
country. 
The existence of prosperous 
W est 
Berlin 
well 
within 
the 
geography of East Germ any and 
only 
a 
‘wall’ 
removed 
from 
view, 
is an active em barrass­ 
m ent for the Communists. Ber­ 
lin is the West's foremost out­ 
post — a window into the pros­ 
perous 
West 
for 
all 
the 
su- 
presscd peoples behind the Cur­ 
tain to look through into a fairy­ 
land of well-being and persona! 
freedom 
Another important reason why 
the Soviet Umon is so uneasy is 


the immense success of the Eur­ 
opean Common Market, particu­ 
larly considering the miraculous 
recovery of France 
and West 
G erm any. Italy, too .has changed 
from an economic liability into 
a beehive of industrial activity 
with no unemployment at all. In 
fact, Italian workers who left in 
the grim and hungry post-war 
years 
to seek 
employment 
in 
m ore prospe-ous Eu-oocan coun­ 
tries a re returning to their home­ 
land. 
The other day. 
I had lunch 
with som» major executives nf 
Alitalia, the Italian Airline, who 
told mo abojt this interesting 
fact of return immigration. AH 
this adds up to a strong Euro­ 
pean economy with political im­ 
plications which may produce a 
United Western Europe in pol­ 
itical terms. 
Russ Dread Strength 
A politically integrated West­ 
ern Europe would add immeas­ 
urably 
to the strength of the 
West and might even bring about 
a gradual disintegration of the 
satellite nations who would wish 
to be included. We know that 
economy is the mainstay of all 
political power and no nation is 
more aware nf this than the So­ 
viet Union. This is why they 
dread the emerging strength of 
W estern Europe. 
Khrushchev is playing poker 
with us and as long as we are 
not 
easily bluffed out of the 
game, he can do little but raise 
the stakes, in the hope that we 
find them too high. This is ex­ 
actly why the West cannot and 
will not ever give in: The stakes 
are too high We are so deeply 
com m itted that there is only one 
pnssible outcome, that the Rus­ 
sians throw in their cards be­ 
cause their bluff has failed. Hnw 
successful we shall he depends 
prim arily on our ability to keep 
the gam e going until we win. 
Russia’s attempts to create a 
diversion in Berlin is m eant to 
have us avert our eyes from 
where the 'action' is, but this will 
not be. We have learned the in­ 
tricacies of the Russian poker 
game so well that we can sit 
through it until the game is over 
and we all can go back to the 
business of living without fear 
in a free world.

D ear Sir: 
Y our editorial on 
the 
"slow 
count state ballot” was of con­ 
siderable interest to m e because 
I took part as a clerk, in counting 
the votes on the night of June 
5th. It was my first experience as 
a volunteer worker and probably 
m y last. 
A rriving at my precinct short­ 
ly before seven p.m. w ith anoih- 
er m an I found five ladies who 
had been there since seven a.m. 
The lady in charge as inspec:r>r 
had never had any previous ex­ 
perience and was not too sure 
ol how everything should be done 
but she had read some hand­ 
book and had some knowledge of 
procedure. 
Just as soon as the polls closed 
at seven we started in tn work 
and didn’t stop until we had fin­ 
ished at three a m We did not 
stop for any "seven course din­ 
ners” -nor did we stop for coffee 
altho, we had a few cup while 
working, thanks 
to 
the 
lady 
whose house was used as the 
polling place. 
At three o’clock in the morn­ 
ing I accompanied the inspector 
in her car with the ballots to 
the Desert Sun office and back 
tn the polling pl»ce w here she 
had been invited to spend the 
night as she lived in Cathedral 
Citv and had to be at her job 
in P.S. at nine the next morning. 
This dedicated lady w as on the 
job from seven one m orning until 
three thirty the next, a total of 
20 and a half hours and was 
paid 
either $18 or $20 
dollars 
for h er hard work. She told me 
she wouldn't do it again for $40 
I worked a mere eight and half 
hours and received $7 for the 
hardest work I have done in 
many years. 
You suggested 
that 
perhaps 
people adept with figures would 
speed things up. The other gen­ 
tlem an and 
myself as 
well as 
one 
of 
the ladies w ere very 
good at figures but that did not 
speed things up an iota as speed 
with figures has very little to 
do w ith the work. 
It is pure donkey w ork which 
was m ade much m ore arduous 
because of the number of names 
on the ballot. First every name 
on each ballot has to be en­ 
tered in a book one at a time 
and when all two hundred bal 


lots or more have been entered 
(other polling places might have 
many more ballots 
and 
some 
less) the votes for each candi- 
daie have to be added. 


Here comes the p art that real­ 
ly slows everything and adds sev­ 
eral more hours of unnecessary 
work and accounts for the late 
returns. 


In this particular ballot there 
were at least 25 uncontested can­ 
didates hut the sam e procedure 
had to be followed w ith them as 
with those who had opposition. 
This is, 
to go 
through 
each 
ballot again and count the votes 
for Joe Doaks, total them , then 
check with the total already en­ 
tered in the tally books. If the 
two totals do not agree it 
is 
necessary to go through all the 
ballots again and again until to­ 
tals can be reconciled. Usually 
the difference was one o r two 
which in the case of uncontested 
candidates didn't m ake one iota 
of difference. Even in the cases 
of candidates who had opposi­ 
tion it couldn’t m ake too m uch 
difference because in the case 
of a close final vote, the loser 
would ask and get 
a 
recount 
anyway. 


I don't rem em ber how m any 
names were on the ballot but 
think there were over a hundred 
and there were over two hun­ 
dred ballots. That m eans th at 100 
votes had to be entered in the 
tally hooks 200 odd tim es and 
then totaled. After th at 200 bal­ 
lots had to be gone through 100 
separate times for the check — 
a total of 20,000 ballots counted. 


The sam e thing had to be done 
with the ten or twelve proposi­ 
tions that were on that particular 
ballot. 


No m atter how m any people 
take part or how sm art they are 
it is doubtful if any tim e could 
be saved under the sam e con­ 
ditions w hich existed in our p re­ 
cinct on June 5th. 


Having lived and voted in New 
York state for 15 years w here 
voting machines 
a re 
used 
it 
would seem to m e th at they are 
the only answer to C alifornia's 
slow count. 
Your editorial pities the poor 
newsman who has to w ait for the 
results and gets no upset if he 
doesn't get the atory for the first 
morning edition, w hen in renlity 
you should pity the h ard w ork­ 
ing ladies and the few m en who 
give up many 
hours 
of 
their 
time and sleep and w ork hard 
and very conscientiously to ( e t 
the results even if they arc law 
To me. it's a w onder the 
ever does get a final count'
